To the historical aawellaa the gfographlcal student auoh ia 
map la an obvloua and Important aid In tracing the courae of past campaigns. In 
realising the condllloni under whicli aucceaalve races carried their arms or ■ettlC' 
menta throngb the Feninaula, and in comprehending Ibe dllTerence of race, climate, 
and pbydoal inrronndlcgi wbloh make up our Indian Empire.
